1972 each exceeded 20,000 words. 
> 


For the .party out of power, the ideal 


platform is one that any of'Several ' 
. possible nominees would feel comfor- 
table with. But some' issues are so 
sensitive that compromise proves im- 
possible. In 1924, for example, the 
Democratic convention was hopelessly 
divided by the Ku Klux Klari, among 
other issues. 
A proposed plank 


denouncing the Klan by name lost by 
only a single vote out of more than 
1,000 cast. 


Because major-party platforms arc 


designed to appeal to voters of all 
political persuasions, (hey tend to deal 
in generalities and to skirt controversy 
whenever possible. Third-party plat- 
forms are more venturesome, and of- 
ten are co-opted piecemeal by the 
major parties in later years. Much of 
the Populist Party's program, con- 
sidered radical when first proposed, in 
the 1890s, became law during the first 
two decades of the 20th century. 


Similarly, the Progressive Party of 


1948 was considered extremist .for ad- 
vocating peaceful negotiation with the 
Soviet Union, abolition of the peace- 
time draft, food stamps, and the right 
.to vote at age 18. All of this has since 
come to pass. But new controversies 
always arise to bedevil the platform 
writers. This year's two hottest pota- 
toes appear to be abortion and court- 
ordered school busing.
